thus free’d the Place, fent back part of the Militia 


that was come to his Army, and countermanded 


thofe that were on their Way to him, the whole 
Reovince of Eftramadura having on. the firft Intelli- 


—_ of this Siege beftirr’d themfelves, to fend 


roops, Horfes, Arms, Provifions and Ammunition
